iWhen  Bishop  Richter  established  Catholic  Central  he 
gave  the  Catholic  educators  of  the  United  States  a  proof 
of   what    unification    and    centralization    could    accomplish. 

There  were  good  parish  high  schools  in  the  city,  but  their 
powers  were  limited.  United,  they  would  benefit  by  State 
recognition,  and  have  more  space,  bigger  facilities,  and 
better  staffs  at  less  cost.  However,  it  took  a  period  of  years 
to  bring  this  dream  to  realization.  There  is  still  much  to 
be  desired. 

State  recognition  was  effected  the  first  year  and  has 
never  been  lost.  The  four-year  highly  academic  curriculum 
met  the  needs  of  college  entrants;  a  three-year  commer- 
cial course  qualified  others  for  clerical  positions.  Gradual- 
ly physical  education,  athletics,  band,  orchestra  and  other 
educational  activities  were  added. 

Centralization  could  not  be  realized  until  1921,  when 
the  Girls'  School  was  given  the  old  St.  Joseph  Seminary, 
across  from  the  Boys'  School.  Early  in  the  1940's  over- 
population again  became  a  problem  and  necessitated 
designating  St.  Adalbert's  as  Catholic  Central  for  Freshman 
and  Sophomore  boys  and  girls  residing  on  the  West  Side. 
It  was  not  until  1953,  with  the  erection  of  the  new  addi- 
tion, that  coeducation  was  made  possible  at  East  Catholic. 

Today  the  school  is  composed  of  a  gymnasium  and  three 
buildings,  comprising  well  equipped  laboratories,  class- 
rooms, two  libraries,  cafeterias,  oflRces  and  chapel.

When  one  thinks  back  over  his  days  at  Catholic  Central 
he  recalls  first  of  all  the  formal  education  he  received,  and 
secondly  the  practical  application  thereof  v^hen  he  parti- 
cipated in  extracurricular  activities. 

In  1906  there  were  fev/  opportunities  for  students'  recre- 
ations. The  administration,  realizing  this  important  need, 
began  organizing  a  program  of  properly  conducted  diver- 
sions. Finances  were  meager,  trained  instructors  for  low 
salaries  were  scarce.  Progress  was  slow  at  first,  and  for 
the  most  part  left  to  the  students.  As  enrollments  increased, 
activities  were  added.  Today  our  full  scale  high  ranking 
recreational  program  boasts  of  some  twenty  clubs,  service 
and  religious,  and  an  excellent  sports'  program.  A  few 
formal  proms  and  several  informal  dances  are  on  the  reg- 
ular schedule;  pep  rallies,  assemblies,  and  after-game  get- 
togethers  are  frequent. 

In  all  these  events  the  purpose  has  been  and  always 
will  be  to  teach  the  members  how  to  conduct  themselves 
in  a  Christlike  fashion  in  the  American  form  of  society. 
Participation  in  these  activities  has  developed  leadership, 
responsibility,  good  sportmanship,  and  social  poise.  Most 
of  all  it  has  emphasized  the  importance  of  cooperation  and 
harmony;  two  aspects  necessary  for  the  continuation  of 
society.

With  the  City  title  at  stake,  the  Cougars,  capital- 
izing on  Trojan  errors,  romped  to  a  32  to  0  lead  at 
half  time  and  played  on  even  terms  with  the  Trojans 
in  the  second  half  and  walked  off  the  field  with  a  32 
to  0  victory  and  the  City  Championship. 

Eighteen  seniors  said  farewell  to  Catholic  Central 
football  as  the  Cougars  climaxed  a  brilliant  season 
by  outscoring  the  Crusaders  from  Muskegon  Catholic 
Central  20-7  in  the  annual  Homecoming  game.

Cagers  Impressive 

For  many  years  Basketball  has  been  the  weak 
sister  in  a  strong  Catholic  Central  athletic  pro- 
gram. This  year  was  different.  A  Cougar  hard- 
wood aggregation  made  one  of  the  best  show- 
ings of  any  Cougar  cage  team  in  recent  years. 

The  big  shadow  on  the  brilliance  of  the 
season  was  the  tournament  loss  to  Christian 
46-45.  The  Eagles  used  some  last  minute  heroics 
to  stage  the  upset. 

Catholic  dropped  its  first  gome  of  the  season 
to  depth  laden  Flint  Northern,  67-53.  Coach 
Don  Lennon's  cagers  played  on  even  terms  with 
the  Vikings  in  the  first  half  but  fell  prey  to  a 
swift  striking  attack  in  the  late  stages  of  the 
game.    Art  Champion   meshed   22   points. 

The  quintet  opened  its  City  League  season 
with  a  74-63  come-back  triumph  over  Union's 
Red  Hawks.  Paced  by  Champion's  31  point 
splurge,  the  blue  and  white  overcame  a  15 
point  deficit  to  win. 

South  surprised  the  overconfident  Cougars 
70-52  to  hand  the  Sheldon  Avenue  boys  their 
first  City  reversal.  But  Catholic  returned  to  form 
and  edged  Muskegon  C.C.  82-80  on  Champion's 
last  second  charity  tosses. 

After  routing  Creston  55-35,  Lennon's  squad 
edged  Ottawa  68-67  in  overtime.  Catholic 
trailed  by  eleven  with  only  three  minutes  left. 
Then  they  narrowed  the  count  to  61-59  with  7 
seconds  remaining.  On  the  ensuing  tip.  Jack 
Kirkwood  batted  the  ball  to  Champion,  who 
was  racing  toward  the  bucket,  and  Art  dropped 
it  in.    The  Cougars  won  in  overtime  period. 

Win   Streak 

The  Cougars  then  ran  their  winning  streak 
to  six  straight  by  beating  Central  54-46,  Chris- 
tian 78-67,  and  Union  73-48.  In  the  Christian 
game  Kirkwood  meshed  32  points  and  Cham- 
pion added  26  markers. 

The  Blue  and  White,  with  a  6-1  City  League 
record,  met  the  undefeated  Trojans  of  South  with 
first  place  at  stake.  The  Trojans  always  man- 
aged to  keep  a  point  or  two  ahead  and  when 
the  final  buzzer  sounded.  South  had  won  61 -57. 

The  Cougars  then  traveled  to  Muskegon  to 
face  the  Crusaders.  After  trailing  in  the  first 
stanza,  C.C.  put  on  a  tremendous  spurt  to  rout 
the  Muskegonites  84-55.  The  Parochiols 
whipped  Creston  52-44  in  a  game  played  at 
the  Civic  Auditorium. 

Catholic  lost  possession  of  undisputed  second 
place  when  Ottawa's  Indians  upset  the  Cougars 
61-56.  C.C.  finished  the  regular  season  by 
beating  Central  and  Christian. 

Thus  the  Cougars  completed  the  season  with 
a  11-5  record  and  finished  in  a  second  place 
tie  with  the  Indians  having  a  9-3  City  mark.
